Eggs May Be Preserved By Freezing |W°X d"sw ^U ««t 
Out Of The Shell Or By Drying Them 


The frozen and dried egg industry, 
declares n new publication of the 
Department of Agriculture, is a per­ 
manent 
one 
because 
it meets 
a 
distinct economic need. Many eggs 
i which could not 
stand long ship­ 
ments may be preserved as whole­ 
some food by freezing them out of 
tlie shell or by drying. 
In the be­ 
ginning, however, there 
was a na­ 
tural popular prejudice against the 
business, which was increased by the 
ignorance and carelessness of some 
of the pioneers. 
It was under these 
conditions that the Department of 
Agriculture undertook a study of the 
problem in order to lay the ground 
work for a scientific preparation of 
an 
extremely 
perishable 
product. 
Some of the results of this study 
have just been published in a profes­ 
sional paper, Bulletin No. 224, A 
Study of the Preparation of Frozen 
and Dried Eggs 
in the 
Producing 
Section. 
The eggs 
commonly used by re­ 
putable 
lirms 
for 
breaking 
arc 
small or oversized eggs and dirty, 
cracked, or shrunken eggs. 
To the 
trade these are known as “seconds.” 
They are 
not to he confused 
with 
eggs that are unfit, for human use, 
such as the classes known as black, 
white, mixed and sour rots, green 
whiter, eggs with stuck yolks, musty 
and moldy eggs, 
blood rings, etc. 
These should be rejected entirely or 
else u>ed for tanning purposes only. 
Eggs with a bad odor should be re­ 
jected absolutely. 
Careful candling before the eggs 
go to the breaking room is one of 
the principal points upon the impor­ 
tance of which the new bulletin rec­ 


o m m e n d s some system by which the 
work of individual candlers may he 
checked. Eggs that it is found dif­ 
ficult to gra<ffi should be set aside 
by the regular candlers for exam­ 
ination by an expert. 
Furthermore 
the eggs should 
be graded again 
when out. 
ot the shell, 
tor c e rta in 


k i n d s of infection 
can only be de­ 


tected when the 
eggs 
have 
been 
broken. When grading aggs out of 
thes hell, only two grades should b 
recognized— food eggs and tanner’s 
eggs. 
While it is desirable, from a fin 
aneial standpoint, that the breaker 
should work with rapidity, too much 
speed is not to be desired because 
of the danger th at unfit eggs may be 
included with good ones before the 
breaker can detect 
t'he 
differenc. 
When that happens, 
no 
attempt 
should be made to 
save 
the good 
eggs. In practice, it was found that 
in order to prevent waste and to in­ 
sure good grading, 
110 
more 
than 
three eggs should be broken into a 
cup before it is emptied. It was also 
found that from twelve 
to sixteen 
eggs a minute is as rapid work as 
can be 
done 
satisfactorily. 
Even 
this is not possible if the breakers 
are permitted to talk or their atten 
tion is distracted from their work in 
other ways. 
The bulletin also 
discusses in 
some detail the measures necessary 
to secure cleanliness in egg-break­ 
ing establishments. 
It emphasizes the 
necessity 
for 
epanate rooms for (dulling, cand­ 
ling, breaking, freezing and drying 
the eggs. Each should be maintained 
at a definite temperature by artiii- 
cial refrigeration. A room for wash­ 
ing 
and 
sterilizing 
the 
utensils 
should adjoin the 
breaking 
room.

The case was venued to 
Shelby county and the circuit judge 
after hearing the evidence held that 
the trustee had the right to deter­ 
mine the location of a school build­ 
ing. 
An appeal was taken with the 
result that the decision was affirm­ 
ed. 
The appellat court says that the 
Indiana law gives the trustee the 
schools, under his jurisdiction. 


The appellate court said: “Appel­ 
lants (the taxpayer plaintiffs) 
ap­ 
parently with much feeling, 
argue 
that if school officers at 
will may 
expend large sums of 
money, 
as 
here attempted, that 
the 
way 
is 
clear to 
a 
dissipation 
of 
public 
funds without the sanction or ap­ 
proval of the taxpayers. This would 
be a weighty argument to address to 
the law-making body of the state if 
there is a lack of restraint upon pub­ 
lic officers who have the handling and 
expenditure of public funds, as of­ 


ficers possessed with authority to 
expend public 
funds should do 
so 
economically, keeping in 
view 
the 
necessity for so doing, but relief in 
this respect can not come through 
the courts.” 
The court considered the statutes 
governing the establishment and the 
change of location of schoolhouses, 
and held that prior to 1893 the trus­ 
tee had authority to decide the lo- 
Vation of any sehoolhouse without in 
any manner consulting the patrons 
of the schodl. 
Although a statute 
then enacted was worded to em­ 
brace “any school” under his con­ 
trol, the court said, it was enacted 
before the time when township high 
schools were authorized, and show­ 
ed that by decisions of the court it 
has been construed to be addre>sed 
to the control over district schools, 
and not to prevent the trustee from 
acting without consulting the pa­ 
trons of high schools, in the change 
of such school s location. 
In the case decided it was shown 
that a joint district and high school 
was established in district No. 5 in 
the township, and $5.000 was 
ex­ 
pended 
in addition to tlie 
amount 
that would have been necessary to 
equip it for a district school only. 
On a petition signed only by a ma­ 
jority of the patrons of the district 
and the trustees, an order was ob­ 
tained from the county superintend­ 
ent of schools for a change of the 
location of both the district and tlie 
high school. 
A contract was made 
for building a high school and dis­ 
trict school at a cost of $34,479.90, 
and bonds were issued for carrying 
on the work, 
it was 
shown.

court held that there were no allega­ 
tions in the complaint that a ma­

Hurty, secretary of the state board, 
asserted that the efforts being made 
to crease the food supply would be 
of little avail a long as the country 
continued to neglect the business of 
public health. 
The school will have 
for its motto “The most important 
business before the 
business 
man 
today in 
the 
business 
of 
public 
health.” 
Dr. Hurty said there was more 
sickness among the farmers 
today 
than among the city dwellers in pro­ 
portion to numbers. 
This, he said, 
was due almost 
entirely 
to 
poor 
food, he explained, he meant an un­ 
balanced diet, lacking chiefly in ni­ 
trogen. 
Fat 
meat, 
corn 
bread, 
wheat 
bread, molasses, cream gravev, po­ 
tatoes and 
coffee, 
constitute 
the 
food of most farmers, according to 
the state official, who 
added 
that 
each article of food, in itself, was 
good, hut that all 
taken 
together 
they were bad because they did not 
give the body enough of some of the 
necessary elements and too much of 
Others. 
Dr. Hurty explained 
that 
poor 
food was responsible for the lack­ 
luster eyes, putty 
complexion 
and 
slothful demeanor of country child­ 
ren, which lie said were to be found 
in the majority in a drive about the 
country. Dr. Hurty declared that an 
officer of the United States Public 
Health Service, 
who 
inspected 
a 
number of schools in Indiana, found 
that in one school of 21 pupils, ev- 
eiv one was underfed.

ashes of war. 
Demobilizing the great armies, re­ 
starting the machinery and collect­ 
ing the threads 
of commerce 
will 
take time, hut the spirit of revival 
will he much greater than ever be­ 
fore. 
The belligerent nations’ enormous 
new machinery 
for 
making muni­ 
tions will, mostly, be adapted to de­ 
veloping 
various 
m anufacturers. 
This will be a great asset. 
1 question whether labor will ever 
permit 
a return 
of 
the 
pre-war 
scale wages in England, France 
or 
Germany. 
1 think the 
standard of 
labor has been permanently raised 
throughout Europe. 1 am very glad 
of it. 
Tremendous 
impetus 
has 
been 
given 
to female 
labor. 
European 
women have for 
years 
wanted 
a 
larger 
place 
in the 
commercial 
world. 
They have it. 
These women never again will oc­ 
cupy dull, 
uninteresting 
places in 
the home. This will increase the sup­ 
ply. 
The European labor supply 
at 
50%. 
I think increased production will 
employ part of this increased sup­ 
ply. 
Tre European labor supply at 
the beginning of the war was great­ 
er than the demand. 
This was 
the 
reason for the low wages. 
Still I think I am right that wages 
are permanently raised. I think they 
will be raised by the power of the 
Trade Unions.

Europe will, after 
the war, 
no 
m atter if it lasts two years more, 
have enough money to do business. 
Those who have been living on the 
interest of their money will suffer 
most. 
The rich man who is active 
can afford to lose his money because 
lie is continually getting more. 
It 
has been the custom fo r a man to 
retire from or never enter business, 
just living upon his small or 
large 
income, and seeking a peerage 
or 
baronetcy. 
Now he will find it wise 
and inviting to become o business 
man who helps produce. 
1 think Society, so often snobbisli 
and unintelligent in big affairs, will 
break off the barnacles of the mid- 
Victorian period 
and 
again 
look 
upon work, trade and commerce as 
praiseworthy rather than pitiable. 
England has many beautiful 
es­ 
tates with much idle ground. A great 
many of these estates will he sold 
because the owners cannot afford to 
hold them. 
Thus, much land here­ 
tofore idle will become agricultural 
ground, used in the real interests of 
life. 
Many young men who 
had unin­ 
teresting posts have joined the army 
and got a taste of fresh air and 
sunshine which they will have diffi­ 
culty 
in 
forgetting. 
Those 
posts 
now must be made attractive 
and 
remunerative. 
Probably 
a 
large 
number of these young men will turn 
to newer countries; 
Canada, Aus­ 
tralia, South Africa. 
The United States 
will get

large shares, but Europe will strive 
to keep the best men. 
I don’t believe 
the 
young man 
whose head is (full of brains

whose body is full of good red blood 
will be content to continue on the

England 
is recognizing

first time in 50 years that Commerce

I think the terms of final settle­

Many people feel that the public

England may adopt a protective

Before the war, the issue 
of protection was nearly dead, hut 
with the now 
industries 
springing 
up there will be a feeling that they 
should 
be, at least 
for 
a period 
protected from lower period contin­ 
ental labor. 
America 
could 
m anufacture for 
the European m arket 
but 
has not 
during the last year and a half m an­ 
ifested any great desire to do it, or 
taken any serious steps toward it 
with a few ex ceptions. 
America has not yet quite learn­ 
ed the science of ex port business. I 
is difficult for a commercial com 
munity to develop the intricate ex ­ 
port business where the elements of 
trading arc unfamiliar. 
Great Britain certainly will make

Eggs May Be Preserved By Freezing 


Out Of The Shell Or By Drying Them 


The frozen and- dried egg industry, 


declares a new publication of the 
Department of Agriculture, is/a per- 
manent one because it meets a 
distinct economic need. Many eggs 
which could not 
stand long ship- 


ments may "be preserved as whole- 
some food by freezing them out of 
the shell or 'by drying. In the (be- 
ginning, however, there was a na- 
tural popular prejudice against the 
business, which was increased iby .the 
ignorance and carelessness of some 
of the pioneers. It was under these 
conditions that the Department of 
Agriculture undertook a study of the 
problem in order to lay the ground- 
work for a scientific preparation of 
an 
extremely perishable 'product. 


Some of the results of this study 
have just been published in a, profes- 
•siona! paper, Bulletin No. 224, A 
Study of the Preparation of Frozen 
and Dried Eggs in the Producing 
Section. 


The eggs 
commonly used by re- 


pnta'ble firms for 
'breaking are 


small or oversized eggs and dirty, 
cracked, or shrunken eggs. To the 
trade these are known as "seconds." 
They are not to be confused with 
eggs Uiat are unfit for human use, 
such ns the classes known as black, 
white, mixed and sour rots, green 
whites, eggs with stuck yolks, musty 
and moldy eggs, blood rings, etc. 
These should be rejected entirely or 
else used for tanning purposes only. 
Eggs with a 'bad odor should be re- 
jected absolutely. 


Careful candling before the eggs 


go to the breaking room is one of 
the principal points upon the impor- 
tance of which the new bulletin rec- 
ommends some system by which the 
work of individual candlers may be 
cheeked. Eggs that it is found dif- 
ficult to graefc should he set aside 
by the regular eandlers for exam- 
ination by an expert. 
Furthermore 


the eggs should (be graded again 
when out of the shell, for certain 
kinds of infection can only be de-

When grading aggs out of 
thes hell, only two grades should be 
recognized—food eggs and tanner's 
eggs. 
• 


While it is desirable, from a fin- 


ancial standpoint, that the breakers 
should work with rapidity, too much 
speed is not to be desired 'because 
of the danger that unfit eggs may be 
included with good ones before the 
breaker can detect 
t'he 
differenc. 


When that happens, 
no 
attempt 


should! be made to save tine good 
eggs. In practice, it was found that 
in order to prevent waste and to in- 
sure good grading, no more than 
three eggs should be broken into a 
cup before it is emptied. It was also 
found' that from twelve to sixteen 
eggs a minute is as rapid work as 
can 'be done satisfactorily. Even 
this is not possible if the breakers 
are permitted to talk or their atten- 
tion is distracted from their work in 
othes ways. 


The bulletin also 
discusses in 


some detail the measures necessary 
to secure cleanliness in egg-ibreak- 
ing establishments. 


It emphasizes the necessity for 


separate rooms for dulling, cand- 
ling, breaking, freezing and drying 
the eggs. Each should be maintained 
at a definite temperature by artifi- 
cial refrigeration. A room for wash- 
ing and: sterilizing 
the 
utensils 


should adjoin the 
breaking room. 


When a bad egg is found, alt appa- 
ratus contaminated by it must be 
exchanged for clean, and the hands 
of -the operator waslied' before 'be- 
ginning work again. 


The production 
of frozen 
and 


dried' eggs, it is said, is primarily an 
industry for the egg-producing sec- 
tions. Many egga that now reach 
the large consuming markets in a 
totally unfit condition could be sav- 
ed and! a large portion of the annual 
waste eliminated1 if they were treat- 
ed in time.

Europe will rise rapidly from 
the 


ashes of war. 


Demobilizing the great armies, re- 


starting the machinery and collect- 
ing the threads 
of commerce will 


take time, Imt the spirit of revival 
will be much greater than ever be- 
fore. 


The 'belligerent nations' enormous 


new machinery 
for 
making muni- 


tions will, mostly, lie adapted to de- 
veloping 
various 
manufacturers. 


This will he a great asset. 


I question whether labor will ever 


permit a return 
of the 
pre-war 


scale wages in England, Prance 
or 


Germany. I think the standard of 
lator has ibeen permanently raised 
throughout Europe. I am very glad 
of it. 


Tremendous 
impetus lias been 


given 
to female lalior. European 


women have for years wanted a 
larger place 
in the 
commercial 


world. They have it. 


These women never again will oc- 


cupy dull," uninteresting places in 
the home. This will increase the sup- 
ply. The European labor supply at 
50%. 


I think increased production will 


employ part of this increased sup- 
ply.

ental labor. 


America 
could manufacture fo 


the European market but has no 
during the last yean and a half man 
ifested any great desire to do it, o 
taken any serious steps toward it 
with a few exceptions. 


America has not yet quite learn 


ed the science of export business. I 
is difficult for a commercial com 
munity to develop the intricate ex 
port 'business where the elements o 
trading arc unfamiliar. 


Great Britain certainly will mak 


herself a greater export ijation af 
ter the war than she was before 
Much of the old spirit of "let-well 
enough-alone," and getting enoug 
to live on and then getting out 
business will have evaporated.
